W. F. MoGurrin, of Grand Rapids, 
colonel of the leoond regiment of the 
icliigan National Guards, was in Ben­ 
ton Harbor yesterday. 
He gave out 
that this city could secure as a Fourth 
of July attraction the entire aeooad 
regiment of the state militia by merely 
paying the railroad fare df the military 
men which, it is estimated, would not 
exceed 1600. 


The second regiment oomprisea 400 
men, there being eight companies #ith 
50 men In each company. Counting on 
each coinpany bringing 100 friends, a 
lOw estimate, there would be over 
5,000 visitors from out of town for 
whose presence the soldiers alone 
would receive the credit. 


With extensive advertising of the 
attraction the 5,000 assured could be 
augmented, to 15,000 and Benton Har­ 
bor would have the largest celebration 
n her history. Four hundred military 
men, all disciplined, would give an ex­ 
hibition worth seeing, and the expense 
considering the value of the attractions 
s ridiculously small. 


Col. McGurrin’s proposition will be 
laid before the business men and it is 
loped that favorable action will be 
taken. The amount required, it is 
thought, could be raised by subacrip- 
tion with but little difficulty. 


The regiment will bring a band with 
them and the city would tnus be able 
to save the expense of a musical organ 
ization, without which a celebration 
would not be complete.

THE SAFE IS ROBBED OF $75. 1-3 of Yonr Tine Sliould be Spent ii Bet; 


Explained by Prof. Riddell at the M. 


E. Church. 


Prof. N. N. Riddell, the clever scien­ 
tist, who will appear every evening 
this week at Conkey’s opera bouse with 
lectures on the »cience of Christianity, 
occupied the pulpit of the Methodist 
church last night and interested a large 
audience with a wonderfully stron^ 
discourse on the subiect, ‘‘The Gospe 
of Jesus Christ Under the Light of 
Modern Science.” 


The professor dealt with Christianity 
from a scientific standpoint and demon­ 
strated that the blble was the very es­ 
sence of scientific propositions. 
He 
showed that although many material 
scientists were inclined to entertain 
skeptical views on the gospel as con­ 
ceived and taught by moNaern religion­ 
ists it would stand the strongest scien­ 
tific tests. 
The speaker considered 
that the power of Christianity would 
not be wide spread until the agencies for 
disseminating it adopted th^e plan of 
teaching the science of the soul, relat­ 
ing to its birth, growth and immortality. 


The professor saw more need of 
churches laboring among the classes 
that the masses. He said that one- 
half of the lawyers, college professors 
aiul other learned men were skeptics 
and it was these individuals that must 
be taught that religion will stand a 
a practical demonstration. 
He re­ 
gretted the fact that hundreds of Chris­ 
tian young men lost their religion af­ 
ter entering college, a fact that went 
to prove that the sciences as taught in 
the schools appealed to the grosser side 
of men’s lives. 


Taking the soul Prof. Riddel demon­ 
strated that it was real, tangible and 
a force distinctive of the body, because 
it had the power of leaving it.

’ New York, Ml^y 10.~The Mallory line 
stsamsr Leons, which left her pter on 
flaturdar bduud for Galveston, took 
fire at sea. put back, and arrived In 
P<^ last ntfht with sixteen corpses on 
board. 
tPhe dead were thirteen steer­ 
age passengen and three members of 
the crew who succumbed to a terrible 
fire which occurred oir the Delaware 
cajpes at an early hour yesterday morn­ 
ing.. The horror of the story can hardly 
ba told. T h ^ who are dead were 
penned below decks, and although fran* 
tic efllorts were made by the oincers of 
the vessel to save them, the fire had 
i^ n e d sucW terrific headway before the 
danger was discovered that all escape 
was cut off The steamer carried in her 
cargo many bales of’'cotton. It is not 
certain how the fire originated, but 
when it was discovered it burst forth 
with such fury that it was impoaslble 
^ reach the steerage. 


Wa l e s o f tke Vletims of the Fir». 
Even then the steerage passengers ap­ 
parently wera unmindful of the danger, 
else th e, smoke and fiames had not 
reached them. The saloon passengers 
were first aroused, and in such a man­ 
ner as to occasion little alarm. When 
it became apparent that the fire had cut 
off the steerage the captain and his men 
poured great quantities of water down 
Ihe ventilators and the most frantic ef­ 
forts were made for the escape of those 
penned up. In this way eight of the 
Steerage passengers made their escape, 
^he^dead are:

A passenger tells the following story 
of the discovery of the fire: “First Mate 
Wallace was pacing the bridge about 2 
a. m. when he thought he smelled 
smoke coming from the forecastle. He 
went down forward to the companion- 
way and opened the door to the steer­ 
age. , The moment he did this there was 
a burst of flame which burned his face. 
Wallace turned and ran on deck and 
cried the alarm of fire to the fwward 
watch, telling him to wake the steward 
and have all the passengers aroused as 
quickly as possible, without creating any 
excitement. The steward did this in a 
quiet manner, going to each state room 
and waking ths occupants. Captain 
Wilder rushed on deck at the first alarm, 
clad only In an undershirt and trousers. 
He assumed command and at once,or­ 
dered the crew to rescue the steerage 
passeni^rs. On the same deck with the 
steerage, on the port side of the ship, a 
large quantity of cotton bagging was 
stored, separated from the steerage pas­ 
sengers by ailioard fiartition.

*‘The main deck was almost oom- 
plelely filled ^ ith freight, cutting off all 
exit from the steerage to the after part 
of the ship. The only way out from the 
steerage was up the forwan| companion- 
way. The crew rushed foruthe com- 
panlonway and attempted to descend. 
They were driven back by dense vol­ 
umes of smoke, and flames quickly fol­ 
lowed. The smoke and flames also came 
up through the ventilators, and it was 
apparent to all who were on deck that 
below deck was a roaring furnace. Then 
it dawned on the officers and crew that 
the unfortunates in the steerage were 
probably burning to death. Captain 
Wilder saw his crew driven back from 
the companionway and the realisation 
of the horror below made him desperate.

There was not a scream, 
not a shrlsk; no sign of life below.

BIRTHS, DEATHS, MARRIAGES. 


The Number Occurring In Benton 
Harbor In 1 894. 


The twenty-eighth annual reiK>rt of 
the secretary of state, relative to the 
births, marriages and deaths in Ber­ 
rien county for the year 1804 has Just 
been issu^. The report gives Berrien 
county a population in 1894 of 45,0H5, 
with 1,074 births and 440 deaths. 
Of 
the three cities in the county the fol­ 
lowing figures for the same year are 
given: 


Benton Harbor—-Population, 5,315; 
births, 110: deaths, 44. 


Niles—Population, 4.508: births. 80; 
deaths, 59. 


St. Joseph—Population, 4,1511; births, 
104: deaths, 20. 


Of the total population in Berrien 
county 38,704 were native born and 
0,931 foreign .born. Of the birtlis 3(15 
were males, 315 females and one un­ 
known. The total number of marriages 
were 407 of which 315 both native Ijofn, 
31 both foreign born, 22 foreign male 
and native female, 26 foreign female 
and native male. Twenty 
divorces 
were granted during the year 18114. 


During the same year tnere were 390 
deaths in the county, 20<1 males and 190 
females. Twenty of the deaths were 
from violence.

Saturday she was ^ 
years old. Her four children, Marion 
W., C. p., Milo and Mrs. J. H. Gard­ 
ner, with eight grandchildren and (our 
great grandehilaren, seized the occa­ 
sion of her birthday anniversary to 
make her heart glad by surrounding 
her with the ones she loves.

La n s in q , May 10.—The crop report 
for April just issued says: The average 
condition of wheat le as follows: South­ 
ern counties, 81; central, 74; northern, 
87, and state, 82 per cent, comparison 
being with vitality and growth of aver­ 
age years. The average for the state 
in 1896 was 92, 80 In 1895, and 90 in 
1894. The condition is seven per cent 
lower than one year ago. 
The amount oi wheat reported mar­ 
keted by farmers in April is 829,4i^ 
bushels as 
compared with 
468,634 
bushels in April, 1896, and 810,226 
bushels in April, 1895, and the amount 
in the nine months, August-April, is 
8,364,829 bushels, as compared with 
7,781,870 bushels in the same months 
last year, and 9,670,541 bushels in 1895. 


Apples promise less than two-thirds, 
and peaches less than one-half, of an 
average crop. The figures are, south­ 
ern counties, apples 62, peaches 41; 
central counties, apples 66, peaches 64, 
and northern counties, 
apples 79, 
aches 58. One year ago apples prom- 
‘ 96 per cent, and peaches ^ per 
cent, of an average crop.

Patience, education, and charity wil 
at last show God to be in fact what he 
is proclaimed to be in theory, good 
love. 
That nothing good can t>e in 
in him while evil is in you or me, to 
paraphrase Whittier. There is noth­ 
ing so glorious as to live in the realm 
of intollectual and religious freedom 
and he who seeks the truth has nothing 
to fear as to consequences, fLive up to 
your opportunities and take the ignor­ 
ant scorn of the world, remembering 
tomorrow the world will change it» 
mind making the heresy of the past 
the supernal truth of the future. 


Finally, I have said nothing of what 
Unlversalism 
is, 
philosophically 
ethically or religiously. 
But practi­ 
cally it toaches the eternal and univer 
sal use of the golden rule by which 
God no less than man is oound. 
An 
open mind, for no church has yet ac 
quired a monopoly of tbe truth, and a 
charity which pitieth though It does 
not fear the «base subterfuge to which 
its enemies resort.

God ha» a vast fantlly and everything is 
methodimi, uml you are goingtoboM>rvc(l 
if you '.vlll only wait your turn.

God has al­ 
ready ordered all the food you will over 
eat down to the last crumb that will be 
put In your mouth In the dying sacrament. 
It may not be just the kind of food or ap­ 
parel we would prefer. The sensible parent 
depends on his own judgment as to what 
ought to be tho apparel and the food of 
the minor In the family. The child would 
say, **Glve me sugars and confections.” 
*'Oh, no,” says the parent **You must 
have something plainer flrst” The child 
would say, *'Oh. give me these great

In the fact that the 
same God Is going to supply yon! It is 
neverhard times” with him. His ships 
ne^r brmk on the rocks. His banks nev­ 
er fail. He has the supply for you, and 
he has the means for ^sending it. He has 
not only the cargo, but the ship. If it were 
neomsary, he would swing out from the 
heavens a flock of ravens reaching from 
his gate to yours, until the food would be 
flung down the sky from beak to beak and 
from talon to talon. 


Notice again in this story of the test 
that the mvens did not allow Elijah to 
hoard up ii surplus. They did not bring 
enough cm Monday to last all the week. 
They did not bring enough one morning 
to last until the next morning. 
Th^ 
came twice a day and brought just enough 
for one time. You know as well as I that 
the gn«it fret of the world Is that we want 
a surplus; we want tbe ravens to bring 
enough for 50 years. You have more con- 
fldeiice in the Washington banks or Bank 
of England than you have in the royal 
bonk of heaven. Yoifsuy: ‘‘All that is 
very poetic, but you may have the black 
ravens. Give me the gold eagles.” We had 
better be content with just enough. If In 
the morning your family eats up all the 
food there is in the house, do not sit down 
and cry^ and say,'*1 don’t know where 
the next meiri is to come from.” About 
S or dor 7 o’cloek In the morning just 
look up and you will see two black spots 
on tlie sky and you will hear the flapping 
of wings, and Instead of Edgar A. Foe’s 
Insane raven alighting on the chamber 
door, “only this and nothing more,’* you 
will flnd Elijah’s two ravens, or two ra­ 
vens of the Lord, the one bringing bread 
and the other bringing meat—plumed 
butoher and baker.

God is infinite in resource. When the 
city of Rochelle was besieged and the In­ 
habitants were dying of the famine, the 
tides washed up on the beach as never be­ 
fore, and as never since, enough shellflsh 
to feed the whole city. God is good. 
There Is no mistake about that History 
tells us that In 1556 in England there was 
a great drought The crops failed, but In 
Ewex, on the rooks, In a place where they 
had neither sown nor cultiired, a great 
crop of peas grew until they fllled a hun­ 
dred measures, and there were blossoming 
vines enough, promising as much more. 


But why go so far! I can give you a 
family incident.

If it had been a 
robin redbreast, or a musical meadow 
lark, or a meek tunledove, or a sublime 
albatross that had brought the food to Eli­ 
jah, it would not have been so surprising. 
But, no. It was a bird so fierce and in* 
auspicate that we have fashioned one of 
our most forceful and npulslve words out 
of it—raveno\is. That bird has a passion 
for picking out tho eyes of men and of 
animals. It loves to maul the sick and 
tho dying. It swallows with vulturous 
guxzle everything it can put its beak on, 
and yet oil tho food Elijah geta for six 
months or a year is from raven^ So your 
supply is going to come from an unexpect* 
ed source. 


You think some groat hearted, generous 
man will come along and give you his 
name on the iMick of your note, or ho will 
go security for you in some great enter­ 
prise. No, he will not. God will open 
the heart of some .Shylock toward you. 
Your relief will come from the most un­ 
expected quarter. Tho providence which 
seemed ominous will bo to you more than 
that which seemed auspicious. It will not 
be o challlnch with breast and wing 
daslied with white and brown and chest­ 
nut; it will be a black raven. 


Here is where we all make our mistake, 
and that is in regard to the color of God’s 
providence. A white providence comes to 
us, and we say, **Oh, it is mercy 1” Then 
a black providence conies towai^ ut, and 
we say, **Oh, that it disarterl** 
The 
white providence comet to you, and you 
have great business suecest, and you have 
$100,000, and you get proud, and you get 
Independent of God, and yon begin to feel 
that the prayer, **Glve me this day my 
dtlly bread,” Is Inappropriate for yon, for 
you have made provlfdon for 100 jtart.

That which seemed to 
be harsh and fleree and dissonant was 
your greatest metey. It was a raven. 
There was a child bom in your houte. All 
your friends congratulated you.

am willing to risk my eternity on it Aak 
God in the right way for what you want 
and you shall have it if it Is best for you.

He had seen Miss Jonee bim- 
self and had eiaimned her tboroofbly
